Nader stressed that govern- 
ment has been heavily influenced 
by corporations in this country 
Some of these corporations 
are as big as nation-states,” said 
Nader.

Arrested for wilfully 
obstructing traffic, along with his 
wife Susan and 10 other Sacra- 
mento area residents, Cox attemp- 
ted to stop workers from entering 
the main entrance at Mather Air 
Force Base on Good Friday while 
‘Calling attention to the 150 
nuclear weapons stored at

Activism: Does It Have A Place Today? 


one hears the word “sit-in 
protest” or ‘activist 
An image filled with riots. rebel 
lous youths, tear gas and police 
brutality is gften imagined. The 
1980 s activist is entwined with this 
Stereotyped role when portrayed 
by the media or personally con- 
fronted by police officers or misin- 
formed viewers who remember the 
1960 s well, according to Cox 
‘The 60s style protest often 

comes to. mind when one hears 
the word activist,” said Cox. “But 
the 60s movement was involved 
with violence The difference 
between the 60s and 80s is that 
the 80 s invoives a non-violent 
movement a4 movement for 
peace.” 

And according to Aon Fox, 
CSUS government professor. and 
a college student at the time of the 
anti-draft protests in the 60s, the

Fox, who this past weekend was 
involved in a McGeorge Law 
School conference featuring simu- 
lated negotiations on reducing 
nuclear weapons, also said the

There was some doubt among 
the nooner organziers about fund- 
ing for the event. Nader regularly 
commands a $3,000 fee for similar 
engagements 

Questions were raised recently 
in the ASI senate about funding 
requests for the event Sen Don 
Curner, Health and Human Servi- 
CéS, was initially concerned witha 
$100 allocation out of ASI contin- 
gency funds That allocation was 
later rescinded by the senate A 
$500 allotment from the Activities 
Finance Council! also came under 
Currier’s fire. That money had 
initially been earmarked for a 
STAR sponsored event last semes- 
ter. When that event fell through 
SED and STAR requested that the 
money be transferred to the Nader 
noon event 

The AFC did this, but the action 
raised Currier's ire. He bi ought the 
transferred allocation before the 
senate body as a whole, and called 
the matter to the attention of the 
Campus board of justice 

The senate voted to approve the 
transfer of money aliowing the 
event to take place. The board of 
justice has not yet ruled on the 
matter Dut the resuit of the action 
will not affect the funding

CSUS' National Youth Sports Program Rated 
In Top Five, Goes Beyond Fun And Games 


Getting Kids

Ten years ago it might not have seemed so odd 

Back in 1973 when the smell of ‘60s radicalism 
lingered in the air and the United States government 
sought to help instead of cripple 
ladged citizens, the idea of any type of federally 
funded program with poor folks in mind wouldn't 
SOUNd so foreign But it's 1983. such 
doesn't exist any more, right? 

Wrong. Such a program has existed right here on 
the CSUS campus for the past seven years Itscalied 
the National Youth Sports Program (NYSP). and it 
caters to low income children between the ages of 10 
and 16. The five-week program, under the guidance 
of CSUS tennis Coach Elmo Slider, will begin its 1983 
run June 17 and continue through July 23 

At no cost to the kids or their parents, the youngs- 
ters receive bus transportation to and from the CSUS 
campus daily. Areas served include Rio Linda. Del 
Paso—Robia, Oak Park, Pocket, Glen Elder-Elder 
Creek, North Highlands and the southside 

Once on campus the kids enjoy free meals (USDA 
certified) and top quality instruction in numerous 
Sports including football, basketball, volleyball, ten- 
nis and the martial arts Top athletic coaches from the 
CSUS campus and around the city are usually on 
hand to provide the instruction 

It's a great program,” said Slider. “The kids go 
through all the sports for four days, then they have 
one free day (per week) where they can partic ipate in 
the sport they like best. It's especially great for inner 
city kids who don't get exposed to all of the sports the 
program offers." 

One hundred and twenty campuses across the 
nation participate in the program (five California 
Campuses) which is sponsored by the National Cole 
giate Athletic Association (NCAA) and the federal 
Health and Human Services Administration. Slider 
Said the CSUS program is considered one of the best 
of the 120 campuses involved. “We're rated in the top 
five overall and first among campuses not on sight

Proposed Athletics-ASI Pact 
Would Solidify Funding Level

A proposed contract between 
Associated Students Inc and the 
athletic department could be the 
key to easing some of the financial 
woes facing athletics 

The five-year contract, pro- 
posed by AS! Senate Chair Paul 
Alvarez, would guarantee athletics

$50,000 or 12 percent of ASI's total 
budget allocation per year, whi- 
chever is less. 

The $50,000 figure is a $9,000 
increase over the ASI allocation of 
athletics for the 1982-83 fiscal 
year. Co-Athietic Director (AD) 
Irene Shea said that such a con- 
tract has been talkec sbout in the 
pest, but there has been no sup- 
fort in the ASI until new 


Co-AD Ray Clemons said the 
department signs scheduling con- 
tracts three to five years in 
advance and needs a stable fund- 
ing base to insure those games are 
played. “We do it (sign contracts) 
with tongue in cheek hoping funds 
will be availabie,” said Clemons 

“If the ASI budget was cut it 
would leave us in an embarrassing 
Position with signed contracts.” 

Shea said it was difficult to line 
up contracts without knowing if 
funds will be available Funding 
inconsistency could also mean 
loss of jobs for some people. “It 
could mean someone's job as late 
as June,” said Shea, “and that's a 
bad time to be looking for a job.” 


in-season operating costs for 
athletics are covered by funding 
from ASI, Instructionally Related 
Activities and State funding. Post 
season travel and recruiting 
money comes from the Hornet 
Stinger Foundation. Like other 
departments athletics is facing 
either a two, five or eight percent 
cut in state funding. The depart- 
ment is preparing separate 
budgets reflecting those amounts. 

Asked how funds would te 
made up if an eight percent cut is 
made, Shea first said, “| don't 
know. Something has to go.” She 
then joked that maybe the teams 
would have to play without balls or 
uniforms, or maybe go without 
food.

They” being University Union Director Don Hinde 
and Associated Students, Inc. Director Steve Berlin 
who, claims Savidge, began the drive towards consol 
idating of CSUS' two entertainment promoters with- 
Out taking into account student opinion 
“Il think it's unfortunate that ASI officers are so 
easily influenced by the administration. This whole 
thing started with Hinde and Berlin it wasnta 
Student initiated idea. It was an administration inti- 
tiated plan,” Savidge explained 
Regardless of assurances by Hinde that “The par 
ticipation of students will be exactly the same,’ 
Savidge simply doesn't care tor the idea because of 
lies by Berlin” who she says has written the final draft 
for presentation to today's ASI Finance Comittee 
meeting for feasibility 
Savidge, simply stated, is tired of Berlin and com- 
pany’s attempts at pulling the polyester over her and 
her board's eyes 
‘I'm frustrated. | don't have any power concerning 
the proposal — it's all up to the Senate,” Betsey 
confessed 
Except, of course, in the power all CSSU studenis 
have which is to propose a resolution to the ASI 
Senate to vote upon 
And Savidge is doing that. To combat the proposi- 
tion, which is now being toured asa “contract” which 
allows it to be passed by a simple majority vote by the 
Senate, she's written her own resolution 
Although Savidge feels her Board, now completely 
student-run, from bookings to clean-up, will lose its 
diversity and opportunity for learning should a 
takeover be completed, her ira comes solely from the 
deceit found in ASI goverament and the University 
Union. 


The resolution reflects her anger, in part it states: 

Whereas, the University Union is currently seeking 
control of the ASI Program Board and its 
responsibilities 

Whereas, the ASi Program Board has not been 
included in the development of this plan, nor has 
been given direct or full communication regarding 
this plan from the University Union or the AS!

Further, Let It Be Resolved, that only if after five 
years it has been established that the developed 
expectations have not been met and it is proven that the 
ASi Program Board is not meeting these expectations 
will the Student Senate accept or seek another forrn 
of management of the AS!

Women outnumber men 52 to 
48 percent at CSUS More and 
more of these women are vying for 
positions in the traditionally male

The number of women in the 
CSU system has been steadily 
increasing since 1960 when 
women comprised 40 percent of 
the student population Now 52 
percent of the students at CSUS 
are women 

In 1960 on the CSU campuses 
37 percent of the undergraduate 
degrees were issued to women By 
1980. 58 percent of the state 
school undergraduate degrees 
More 
women are receiving graduate 
degrees as well In 1970-71 at 
CSUS 36 percent of the graduate 
degrees were issued to women. By 
1980-81 
cent of the graduate degrees at

And these women are fast mov-

Corrigan and Eng took the case 
to court along with a legal advisor

The court upheld Johns’ deci- 
SION, SO an appeal was filed 
Even though we ve won at the 
level, justice has not been 
served because too much time has

Congress shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or pronibiting the exercise the- 
reof, or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press, or the right of the people peaceably to assem 
bie, and to petition the Government for a redress of 
grievances 

Any high school senior wil! be able to recognize 
the First Amendment to the US Constitution. but if 
recent events are any inc cation, there area number of 
college students who would do well to go back to 
grammar school. The intolerence displayed last week 
by a few CSUS students toward Eldridge Cleaver, a 
guest speaker on this campus, was abominable and 
dangerous in the abstract 

A couple of students attempted to disrupt Cleav- 
ers address by throwing eggs and tomatoes. Equaily 
juvenile was a recent demonstration at UC Berkeley 
where students loudly interrupted a speech by 
Jeanne Kirkpatrick, US ambassador to the United 
Nations Each of these outbursts raise serious ques- 
tions about the role of the university and the rights of 
the individual 

Terms such as the ‘free market of ideas” become 
mere cliches when university students exhibit behav 
\Or aimed at the abridgement of the rights of others 
The un versity, perhaps more than anywhere else in 
American life. purports to be a place conducive to an 
ypen exchange of opinions ‘Open’ is the operative 
word Without an open mind, no 
education can take place, and education in a univer- 
Sity is Not simply that which takes place inside the 

classroom Itisin conversation with teachers and fellow 
ind even guest speakers, where learning most 
often transpires One should not come to college with 
a head full of preconceived notions about every other 
person One should begin and end a university with 
the principle that there is always something new to

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Equal Opportunity Education 


If society is to truly realize the goal of equal access 
to higher education for all, adequate funding for stu- 
dent financial aid must be maintained 

Equal access to higher education has been a social 
and political goal for about 20 years but s'udent fee 
increases will push this goal back in time A college 
education, even now, is financially out of reach for 
many, and those eligible for financial aid are con- 
cerned about being abandoned in the wake of budget 
Cuts and higher fees 

A senate bill, SB-582, has been introduced by state 
Sen Art Torres, D-Los Angeles, that will require the 
state to provide funds to offset student fee increases 
for those eligible for financial aid. This concept is 
basic to the principles of equal opportunity. Though 
equal opportunity for education does not exist, itis an 
importat goal in a democratic society and inade- 
quate financial aid funding will further reduce educa- 
tion to a privilege and benefit solely for those who can 
afford it, regardiess of ability of intellect 

Prompted by the University of California Student 
Lobby and the California State Students Association 
SB-582 will allow all concerned to see if their legisia- 
tors and the new administration are willing to support 
educational equal opportunity. The Senate Finance 
Committee must examine the issue's ideology and 
social ramifications as well as the monetary costs 

Many people are brought up with the ideal of self 


improvement Even more are 
instilled with gain 
increased chances for employment through dedica- 
tion to educational advancement. Inadequate finan- 
cial aid funding will prevent more of those who are 
intellectually able, but financially needy, from com- 
peting for society's benefits 

insufficient financial aid can be equated with a 
ack of equal educational opportunity since those 
eligible may not be able to pay the remaining fee 
increase and there is no move towards progressively 
more people having access to the system 

Regressive public policy that would aliow the con- 
cept of equal opportunity to flounder is unacceptable 
but is often adopted when there is alack of funds and 
public outcry is insufficient or nonexistent. Legisia 
tors should be pressed by their constituents to con 
sider society and the importance of education :n its 
future as well as a balanced budget when considering 
SB-582 as well as other educational legislation The 
future is a priority that should not be neglected 

Budget cuts in education affect not only educators 
and students but the entire society. Increasing stu- 
dent fees and the possibility of inadequate financial! 
aid could mean that for even more of us with drive and 
ability, but no ready cash, the dream of social! and 
economic upward mobility will become a nightmare 
of disappointment

Partisan Politics Mar Process 


Recently Sen. Daniel Inouye, D-Hawaii, spoke for 
the Democrats in response to President Reagan's 
speech on defense spending and Soviet arms build 
up. This was the latest in a series of party comebacks, 
in an attempt to convince the American public that 
one side was right, the other side wrong 

{n the last couple of years when the president has 
given the State of the Union address, the Democrats 
have insisted upon and received equal time to show 
their side of that story. In his 1982 address, President 
Reagan admitted that this country was in bad shape 
but insisted that the recovery was underway and his 
administration was not to blame for the recession 
The Democrats had a slick, Hollywood presentation 
to counter. It showed Americans voicing their dis- 
content with the economy, telling how they did not 
see a recovery in the near future and the current 
administration was to blame for the problems at hand 

One side builds the hopes up, the other shoots 
them back down and the people are left wondering 
where the country is really heading 


Never was the ugliness of party politics more evi- 
dent than in the elections of November, 1982. The 
competing factions succeeded in using more name 
calling, backstabbing, mudslinging and outright 
character assassination in this election than had ever 
been previously witnessed. 


The public was left dazed and confused about 
whether any of the candidates were really fit for the 
job. The choice came down to not who was best for 
the job, but who was the lesser of the two evils 

This kind of campaigning leads to a general dis- 
respect toward elections, campaigns, elected offi- 
Cials and government in general. Perhaps much of 
this can be blamed on the electronic media A televi- 
sion Commerical can get a point across much faster 
than a public appearance. There seems to be a disre- 
gard for good honest campaign commerciais in favor 
of the name-calling kind. Perhaps what is needed isa 
commission to be a watchdog over this type of cam- 
paignirig, not a censor but a responsible group with 
the public interest in mind 


Back in the years immediately following the Amer- 
ican Revolution, the men in power sought to keep the 
government above party politics. Unfortunately, not 
even the Founding Fathers could keep the grotesque 
nature of party politics from slithering into the 
government 

It is time to put the emphasis back on quality 
government. Elected officials must pe chosen not on 
the basis of party affiliation, but on the basis of char- 
acter, integrity and the ability to represent the people 
of the district, state or country. It is not too late fora
